The charter of the town was issued to Jonathan 
-Arnold and his associates, in the year 1786. At 
that time the whole was a wilderness. The next 
year after the charter was granted, Doctor Arnold, 
originally from Rhode-Island, accompanied by about 
a dozen men, commenced the first regular settle- 
ment of the town. Most of the men were unmar- 
ried, but several brought their wives with them. 
Dr. Arnold was a man of superior talents ; but none 
of the company were professors of religion. And 
though the town increased annually in population 
and wealth, yet for some time its moral and reli- 
gious character was stationary or retrograde. A 
part of the inhabitants, however, seem to have felt 
as though it was not suitable to live wholly without 
any show of regard to religion. At that time it was 
customary in Vermont, as well as in the other New- 
England states, for the towns to raise money by a 
tax, to defray the expense of the ministry ; and at 
a town meeting held in March, 1794, seven years 
after the first settlement, the subject of hiring 
preaching was discussed. On the question being 
put — " Will the town raise money by a tax to pay 
for preaching the gospel ?" it was " determined in 
the negative." Several attempts were made to 
raise money for hiring a minister in the course of 
the seven years next following 1794 These efn 
forts, generally, if not in every, case, proved abor- 
tive, except the las^ In July, 1801, the U)t

to raise one hundred dollars, and appointed Joel 
Roberts, Barnabas Barker and Nathaniel Edson, to 
superintend the expenditure and to provide a place 
for meeting. The committee accordingly perform- 
ed the service assigned them. Prom that time tot 
this, whatever has been done for the support of the 
ministry, has been done by the voluntary association 
of individuals. 

With the increase of population and the increas- 
ed number who were disposed to attend public wor- 
ship, the want of a house for religious and town 
meetings, was more and more felt ; but difference 
in opinion respecting the proper location of such a 
house prevented the erection of one for a considera- 
ble time. The first town meeting in which this 
subject was acted upon, was in March, 1798. At this 
meeting a committee was appointed to report to the 
town in June following, " The most convenient 
place whereon said house shall be built." June came. 
The town met ; but instead of accepting the com- 
mittee's report, they voted not to build at all. Still, 
those desirous of a house, though defeated, were 
not discouraged. Through their means the town 
was called together again in the September follow- 
ing. Again the question was presented, " Will the 
town build a meeting-house or a town-house ?" The 
ssune result followed as before : It was " Determin- 
ed in the negative." Pour years now passed with- 
out any thing being done by the town in rela- 
tion to a house. The population had increased to 
about 800. The difficulty of transactii^ the husi-

ness of *' March Meeting" and " Freemen's Meet- 
ing" was great. In September, 1802, the town 
met once more upon this long agitated subject. At 
this meeting the town voted to raise $860 dollars, 
the sum supposed necessary to build a " town house," 
determined on its location, and appointed a com- 
mittee to superintend the expenditure of the money. 
They were directed to build of such a size as they 
might have the means to do, by adding to the $850 
such sums as individuals would pay for pews, to be 
by them occupied as their own property, except 
when town-meetings were holden. The next year 
the town added $80 to the $860 before voted. The 
result was that in 1804 a large house was completed. 
For nearly twenty years this was the only meeting- 
house in town. Public worship was commonly at- 
tended in it on the Sabbath, and, as occasion requir- 
ed, on other days. 

Those having individual rights, in consequence 
of aiding to defray the expense of building by the 
purchase of pews, were of several denominations ; 
and each denomination was entitled to occupy it, if 
they chose, in proportion as each had paid for build- 
ing. From several causes, however, it was more 
occupied by Congregational preachers than by those 
of any other one denomination. Owing to its location, 
chiefly, it has been but little used for public worship 
for several years past ; but is still improved for all 
town meetings. 

In the course of the last twenty years, houses for 
public worship have been suflBiciently multinlied,

la the centre of the town are three. One was ori- 
ginally built by the Freewill Baptists, but was after- 
wards purchased and enlarged, and is now occupied 
by the First Congregational Church and Society. 
A second in the Centre is occupied by the Method- 
ists, and a third by the Universalists. On the Plain 
is one occupied by Congregationalists. At the East 
tillage is one built this year, 1840, and occupied 
by a third Congregational Church and Society, lately 
organized in that section of the town. 

If it was long before a convenient place for pub- 
lic worship was provided, it was still longer before 
there was any organized church. An unusually small 
proportion of those who came here to settle, for the 
first ten or fifteen years, had been members of 
churches elsewhere ; and though a few, while resid- 
ing here, had become hopefully pious, yet the num- 
ber of such was also small. And the circumstance 
that the few church members, who came from 
abroad, were of several denominations, added to the 
difficulty. However, in November, 1809, more than 
i^wenty years after the settlement of the town com- 
menced, the way was so prepared that the First 
Congregational Church was organized. It con- 
sisted of nineteen members — six males and thirteen 
females. About one third of these had been mem- 
bers of churches elsewhere. Additions, often small, 
were annually made for twelve years in succession, 
coming down to and including 1820. From that 
lime to 1831 the additions were very few. Since 
1831 more or less have been added every year; and 
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First Church. Pastors. Third Church. 

for more than two years past no communion season 
has occurred without bringing in one or more. The 
present number of resident members is not far from 
ninety. 

For six years after its organization, this church 
remained destitute of a pastor ; but public worship 
was uniformly maintained on the Sabbath, some- 
times with preaching and sometimes without preach- 
ing. In the year 1816 Rev. Pearson Thurston 
was installed over them. His health soon failed 
him; he became unable to preach, and in 1817, at 
his request, the pastoral relation was dissolved. For 
fifteen years and nine months next following, they 
had no settled minister, though most of the time 
they enjoyed preaching. In February, 1833, the 
present pastor, Rev. Josiah Morse, was ordained 
and set over them. Under his ministration their 
increase in numbers and strength has been steady, 
though not rapid. 



THIRD CHURCH. 

The Third Congregational Church was or- 
ganized in that part of St. Johnsbury called East 
Village^ OD the 25th day of November, 1840. On 
the same driy their meeting-house, recently built, 
was dedicated. The church consisted of 20 indi- 
\riduals, from neighboring churches. From the First 
Church, 2 ; from the Second, 11 ; from the church 
in Kirby, 5 ; and from the church in Lyndon, 2. 
As yet they have no pastor, but have engaged, for 
the present, the services of Mr. R. K. Sew all. 
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SECOND CONGREGATIONAL CHUKCH. 

CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

We believe. That there is one God, the Creator, Freaerrer and 
Grovemor of all worlds and all beings ; and that he is possessed of 
every perfection, both natural and moral, that can render him the 
proper object of supreme love, unreseryed confidence and religious 
worship. 

We believej That God exists in three persons^ called the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Spirit or Holy Ghost. 

We believe. That the books of the Old and New Testament are a 
revelation from God, and contain a complete system of fidth and 
practice for mankind. 

We believe. That mankind are by nature enemies to God and holi- 
ness, and that they will never love either of them until made willing 
by the Holy Spirit. 

We believe. That mankind are justly exposed to endless misery, 
from which no goodness of their own can deliver them ; and there- 
fore, if any are saved, it must be of the free, unmerited grace of God. 

We believe. That Jesus Christ has made an atonement for sin, suffi- 
cient for the salvation of any who will trust in him, and that God by 
a gracious promise has engaged to save all such persons. 

J^e believe. That water baptism and the Lord's Supper are sacra- 
ments, to be used by all professing Christians to the end of the 
world. 

We believe. That Christians ought to associate together in a church 
form, for the regular administration of gospel ordinances and to 
watch over one another in love. 

We believe. That there will be a future state of retribution ; that 
the wicked will go away into everlasting punishment, but the right- 
eous into life eternal. 

THE COVENANT. 

Sensible of our guilty, condemned and lost estate in ourselves — 
sensible that all our righteousness is as filthy ragrs, unworthy to be 
mentioned before a holy God ; and sensible of the free o^r of 
salvation in the gospel through Jesus Christ to such guilty sin- 
ners as we are — We do now, in the presence of Almighty God, and 
before all present witnesses, angels and men, give up ourselves to 
God in the bonds of his covenant : taking God the Father for our 
God and Father, Jesus Christ for our Saviour, and the Holy Spirit

for our Sanctifier ; promising to take God*s holy word for the only 
rule of our faith and practice ; engaging to make it our constant 
care to live under the influence of a holy heart and in the practice 
of a holy life ; professing it to be our highest desire to serve and 
glorify God ; and giving up ourselves cheerfully and unreservedly 
to God in all things. We, moreover, give ourselves to this church, 
to be governed in it according to God's lav7 set up in his visible 
kingdom ; promising that we will walk orderly in attending (so far 
as we are able) all the ordinances of Christ's house administered in 
this church — in faithfully maintaining the worship of God in public 
and in our families (so far as it depends on us) — in submitting our- 
selves cheerfully to the watch and discipline of this church — in 
watching over its members in love — and in endeavoring, so far as 
we are able, to keep it pure in the sight of God. 

And considering the imperfection of Christians in the present 
state, we promise to wait on God in humble prayer to forgive us for 
every breach of this Covenant, and to afford us all that light and as- 
sistance which are necessary to enable us to keep it more perfectly 
in future, that this church may shine forth to the glory of God. 
This we solemnly promise. 

Then doth this Church also affectionately receive you to its com- 
munion and fellowship, bidding you a cordial welcome, as fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the household of God. And, solemnly 
renewing this day our covenant with God and with each other, we 
do also now, humbly depending on the grace of God, solemnly cov- 
enant with you ; severally promising you our prayers and christian 
love, and engaging to walk with you, as becometh saints, in all 
christian watchfulness, charity and brotherly kindness. And may 
you and we grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, until we all come, in the unity of the faith 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ, and are admitted 
to unite with each other and with all the redeemed of the Lord in 
heaven, in ascribing blessing, and honor, and glory, and power, unto 
Him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb, forever and 
ever. Amen. 

SECOND CHURCH. 

The members of the First Church were much scattered. 
Some, though living in the same towii^ were seven mr. eight 
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Fonnation of the Second Congregational Church. Council. 

miles from others. No one place could be found to which 
all were willing to repair for public worship. Owing to 
these circumstances, more than any thing else, they were 
destitute of a pastor about twenty-four years, after they 
were first organized : excepting only the short time, about 
two years, that Mr. Thurston was over them. To pro- 
mote, ultimately, the good of all, and to put an end to the 
unpleasant feelings which this scattered and divided state 
occasioned, a few individuals requested to be organized 
into a Second Congregational Church, having the same 
Confession of Faith and Covenant as the First. 

The Council, called on the occasion, met on the Plain, 
April 7, 1825, and consisted of the following pastors, to 
wit., Mr. Worcester of Peacham, Mr. Mason of Water- 
ford, Mr. HoLLisTER of Danville, and Mr. Hall of Con- 
cord. Nineteen persons, having obtained the consent of 
the church then existing, were organized into a separate 
church, by the name of the Second Congregational 
Church in St. Johnsburt. Six were males, and thirteen 
females. 

Though the church most of the time had preaching on 
the Sabbath, yet they employed no one as a candidate for 
settlement until somewhat more than one year and a half 
after they were e^nbodied. They then employed the Rev. 
James Johnson, who was installed over them on the 28th 
day of February, 1827. Luther Clark had been a deacon 
in the First Church, and was chosen to the same office in 
the Second. In 1828, Erastus Fairbanks, formerly a dea^ 
con of the church in Barnet, having removed his connec- 
tion to this church, was chosen a deacon in the same. In 
1829 the church added Thomas Bishop to the number ; 
and Samuel G. Bracket in 1832. Erastus Fairbanks had 
been ordained while connected with the church in Barnet. 
The other three were ordained November 16, 189^ 
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Sabbath School. Monthly Concert. Action upon Temperance. 

The church established a Sabbath School at the begin- 
ning, which has been continued, with various modifica- 
tions, to the present time. Deacon Fairbanks was many 
years superintendent. His brother, Joseph P. Fairbanks, 
succeeded him, and superintends at the present time. At 
first, the school was suspended during the winter, but has 
been kept without intermission for twelve years past 
Adults as well as children have uniformly attended ; and 
its usefulness has evidently been great. The text books 
have been various. For a considerable time past the As- 
sembly's Catechism has been used by the small children, 
and Newcomb's Scripture Questions by all others. A 
Bible Class was early established ; but after a time it be- 
came merged in the Sabbath School. 

So early as 1827 the church voted to meet for prayer 
and conference on the Thursday following the second Sab- 
bath of every month. This meeting is still maintained, 
though not always on the same day of the week. Other 
meetings are held, as circumstances require. 

The Monthly Concert for Prayer for the success of mis- 
sions and the conversion of the world, has been uniformly 
observed ; the time, however, has been changed from the 
first Monday to the evening of the Sabbath preceding. 

The Concert of Prayer for Sabbath Schools, on the sec- 
ond Monday, since changed to the Sabbath evening pre- 
ceding, has been maintained eleven or twelve years. 

In the record of the doings of the Council who installed 
the Rev. James Johnson, February 28, 1827, is the fol- 
lowing : '^ This Council, highly approving of the example 
' of Councils on similar occasions, and desirous of lending 
' their aid for the suppression of the alarming sinof intem- 
' perance, unanimously voted, that they would on all such 
' occasions wholly dispense with the use of ardent spirits 

* and wines." Ten years after, to wit., in 1837, the sub-

ject of admitting persons to membership in the chureh, 
who traffic in, manufacture or use ardent spirits as a beve« 
rage, was several times brought forward and discussed, but 
nothing definite done. In January, 1841, the following 
resolution was adopted : '* Resolved, That this church re- 
' gards the tra^c in ardent spirits as a beverage, as an im- 
' morality ; and the practice of it by any of its members, 
' as ground of church discipline." 

Occasionally a day has been set apart by the church for 
united fasting and prayer. 

Two protracted meetings have been held ; the first in 
April, 1831 ; the other in April, 1832. These, especially 
the first, were seasons of g^reat interest and profit. 

A household meeting has commonly been held once a 
year. The object has been unitedly to implore a blessing 
on the children of the church, and to explain and enforce 
on parents and on children their obligations and their duty. 

A list of baptisms will be found in a table anaexed. 

From the organization of the church until 1835, candi- 
dates for admission were examined in public, and com- 
monly after the preparatory lecture. In March of that 
year, the church resolved that they should be examined by 
a committee, in the presence of such other members as 
might choose to attend. The pastor and deacons were 
constituted the committee, and other brethren have fi'om 
time to time been added. Commonly none but the com- 
mittee are present, and often but a part of them. If ap- 
proved by the committee, they are afterwards publicly 
propounded ; and at some subsequent meeting the ques- 
tion whether they shall be received, is submitted to the 
church. 

The second Sabbath of every other month is the stated 
sacrameQtal season ; and it is only then that new members 
are received. 
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SettlemeBt of Mr. Worcester. Moatkly Concert CoUaeiMB*. 

On the 19tfa of A|»il, 1838, the pastor, Re?. James 
JosNSOM, proposed to the church to usite with him in 
oalliog a mutual •covneil, for the purpose of dissolFing the 
relation subsisting between them. To this proposai the 
chorofa agreed. The eooncil met on the 3d day of M&y> 
and the pastoral relation was dissolved. 

September 5, 1839, sixteen months afler the dismission 
of Mr. Johnson, Rev. John U» Wokcester, the present 
pastor, was ordained. The sermon on the occasion was 
preached by his father, Rev. Leonard Worcester. This 
was the fourth time that he had preached at the ordination 
of one of his own sons. 

Liberal donations have been made from time to time bj 
individuals in aid of various religious and benevolent op- 
erations. Public collections have also been frequently taken 
for the same purposes. At ^he Monthly Concert of Prayer 
for missions, a collection has uniformly been made in aid 
of the American Board. The sum contributed is publicly 
announced at the close of the services, and since the com- 
mencement of 1827 a record of the same is regularly kepl^ 
This is copied below. No full account has been preserved 
of the sums contributed on other occasions and for other 
objects. This is matter of regret, but cannot be remedied*
